Sprang from His Engine. 


HE NOW SUES THE ROAD 


= 


The Grand Jury Has Been Called To- 
gether and County Affairs Will 
Be Investigated Today. 


Charles Seawright, through his attorneys, 
has brought suit against .he Southern rail- 
Way in the sum of $1,990, for camages 
which he alleges to have received on ac- 
count of the negligence of the road. 

The petition was filed in the office of the 
superior court yesterday morning by Attor- 
neys BR. F. Smith and W. W. Gaines, rep- 
resenting the petitioner. 

Seawright says he was employed by the 
Southern railway as a locomotive fireman, 
and it was while thus engaged that the in- 
juries were received. It is alleged in the 
petition that he was injured at Bynum sta- 
tion, in Alabama, on September 7, 1895. The 
train upon which he was a fireman was 
composed of freight cars and was headed 
toward Birmingham. 

The petition states that the freight was 
running very rapidly and had no orders to 
stop at Bynum, which was only a flag sta- 
tion. Just beyond the station, about one 
hundred yards, it is said, there is a very 
sharp cut. Seawright says the train was 
approaching the station at full speed, when 
a red signal light of danger was hung out 
over the track. The engineer blew his 
whistle for brakes and all on board were 
given the signal that danger was ahead. 
Notwithstanding the crew tried to stop the 
train the petitioner claims that the speed 
was not checked and that the train con- 
tinued past the station and was rapidly 
approaching the sharp curve. Seawright 
says he thought danger was ahead, and as 
the train could not. be stopped he leaped 
from the engine and fell headlong to the 
ground below. 

The petition alleges that Seawright was 
seriously and permamently injured on ac- 
count of the fail. 


Will Carr Be Given a Trial? 

Argument on the application for writ of 
lunacy will be made tomorrow before Or- 
dincry Calhoun, 

Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, the attorneys of 
the condemned man, argued the applica- 
tion on Jast Friday, and Judge Calhoun 
stated that he would reserve his opinion in 
the case, as he was not sure of the con- 
struction to be placed on the section of 
the code referring to the question of a 
prisoner’s sanity after sentence had been 
wronounce:®, Wednesday morning it 1s 
quite probable that further argument will 
be made on the subject, after Which the 
decision of the ordinary will be made 
known. The attorneys of Alex Carr main- 
tain that the writ should be granted and 
another trial for insanity should be allow- 
ed. Several conferences have been held be- 
tween the attorneys and the attorney ger- 
eral and Governor AtKinson is greatly in- 
terested in the case. 

Since the report of the medical experts 
and the confessivun of Carr himself the at- 
torr.eys of the condemned man have been 
convinced that the prisoner is actually in- 
sane. Several of the members of the medi- 
cal board have since written the governor 
stating that the confession of Carr but 
strengthens their opiniot:. 

Though Judge Calhoun has made no in- 
timaticn of his decision in the matter, it 
is quite probable that the writ will be 
granted and that the celebrated murderer 
will be given another trial before a jury of 
the ordinary. The final decision will be 
made known tomorrow morning at ¥Y 
o'clock. 

Grand Jury Meets Today. 

The grand jury has een called tor a ses- 
sion this morning ot'10 o’clock. 

The work to be taken up today will be 
relative to county affairs, and it has not 
been intimated what investigations will be 
made. 

At the last meeting ex-County Clerk John 
Tyler Cooper was indicted for emvezzle- 
ment, and it Was rumored yesterday af- 
ternoon that the investigation in rexurd to 
the shortage would be taken up by ihat 
body today. Several days ago at a session 
of the grand jury Captain S. W. Liddell, 
chairman of the county board of education, 
was asked to tender his resignation to the 
grand jury. Chairman Liddell also appear- 
ed before the body, but the nature of his 
visit is not known. 

Chairman Liddell stated that he had not 
resigned and had only taken the matter 
under advisement. The term of office 
which was left vacant at the death of 
Judge Fain expires in a few days, and an 
election for commissioner will be necessa- 
ry. Judge Adam §S. Poole will hardly be a 
candidate, as he refused to accept the short 
term. 

The public is interested in the situation 
and will watch the result of the election 
closely. There are a large number of appli- 
cants and the board seems determined to 
elect a good, competent man for the posi- 
tion. The election has not yet been an- 
nounced.

A DECISION IN THE CHENEY 
WILL CASE REACHED. 


The Supreme Court Decides That Mer- 
cer, University Is Entitled to $13,- 
OOO More of the Estate. 


Under a decision of the supreme court 
which was handed down yesterday morn- 
ing, Mercer university will receive $13,000 
as an additional contribution by the late 
Mr. A. J. Cheney. 

When Mr. Cheney died he left a will, giv- 
inz certain amounts of money to his wife 
and blood relations, with the understand- 
ing that the balance remaining from this 
division of his estate was to be given to 
Mercer university. 

E. W. Martin and I. C. Thompson were 
appointed as executors of the last will 
and testament of Mr. Cheney, and they 
were of the opinion that certain money 
which had been provided for the nieces and 
nephews of Mr. Cheney should be paid to 
the children of these relatives who had 
died prior to the death of Mr. Cheney. 

Mr. Cheney, after having made special 
bequests to various relations, in the last 
item of his will bequeathed the residue of 
his estate to Mercer university, and it was 
because of Mercer’s interest as a residuary 
legatee that she became interested in the 
proper construction of the sixth item of 
the will. In that item Mr. Cheney gave 
to each of his immediate nephews and 
nieces $1,000 apiece, and he concluded the 
item by stating that he meant only the 
children of his brothers and sisters. At 
the date of Mr. Cheney's death thirteen of 
his immediate nephews and nieces had 
died who left children and grandchildren, 
and the children contended that the chilren 
and grandchildren of dead nephews and 
nieces should represent. their parents and 
take under the sixth item in their stead. 

Mr. W. B. Willingham, who had been em- 
ployed to represent the interest of Mer- 
cer university generally, did not agree 
with the executors in their construction of 
this item of the will, but contended that 
it was a bequest to a class and only such 
nephews and nieces as were living at the 
death of Mr. Cheney were entitled to take 
part, and as a result a bill was filed in 
Fulton superior court to enjoin and re- 
strain the executors from paying out $13,- 
00) to the representatives of dead nephews 
and nieces, 

Judge Lumpkin, after carefully consid- 
ermg the question, decided that it was a 
Class legacy, and therefore only nephews 
and nieces of the testator who survived him 
were entitled to take and the injunction 
was made permanent. The executors were 
dissatisfied with the decision and carried 
the case to the supreme court.
